Conservative political clubs flourish at BYU

Along with basic political clubs such as the 
College Democrats and the College Republicans, 
BYU has its share of splinter political groups. 

Last year. BYU had four chapters of the John 
Birch Society, although few know about them and 
many have incorrect information about the group, 
said long-time member Jeannie Crawley. 

A similar club, the College American Club, was 
just reorganized this year, club president David 
Smith said. 

The Rush Limbaugh Conservative Club has not 
done much membership campaigning, but is anoth- 
er uprising political group which is sure to be popu- 
lar at BYU, said Perry Smith, organizer of the club. 
The club only needs an-adviser before it is official, 
he said. 

The John Birch Society received its bad name in 
the 1960s Communist scare, Crawley said, whose 
husband was the society’s only paid member for 
‘Utah and Montana for 14 years. 

“Communists attacked because the John Birch 


Society was successful in waking Americans,” 
Crawley said. 

“Most people don’t comprehend all the things that 
are wrong with the government.” 

The Society works on several projects, but it 
always concentrates on education, she said. 

Members encourage letters to senators and con- 


gressmen to keep them in line and defend the 


Constitution. 

“We try to let them know how we feel,” Crawley 
said. 

Members distribute flyers to keep the public 
informed of legislation changes and activity in the 
government, so the constituency can influence goy- 
ernmental decisions and keep officials from voting 
certain ways, she said. 

Members believe an organized conspiracy of elite 
and rich people is working to overthrow the United 
States government and JBS members work to prove 
it with books and other evidence, she said. 

The conspiracy leaders’ main goal is to form one 
world government with the United Nations as the 
leader, but “we believe there is time to stop it,” 
Crawley said. 


The society also believes that éenémies of the 
Constitution want to have a national convention to 
change and reevaluate the constitutién, so society 
members try to overturn Utah’s original vote in 
favor of it, Crawley said. 

John Birchers are against aiding. coniffunist coun- 
tries or supporting wicked leaders, but members do 
want to help the less fortunate people, she said. 

“Our government is not being careful with what 
they do,” she said. : 

The society believes that when Americans become 
aware of the patterns that are developing and the 
deterioration of the government, they will confront 
officials with the issues and regain lost freedoms, 
Crawley said. 

Although not affiliated with the John Birch 
Society, the College American Cla} also works to 
preserve and protect the Constitution, said David

; The bill, passed in the Utah House 
of Representatives two weeks ago, is 
now being considered by the Senate. 
It would require lobbyists to identify 
the lawmakers they spend money on, 
how much was spent and the items 
bought, from free meals to Jazz tick-

Some legislators have suggested lim- 
iting the amount spent on a lawmaker 
to $50 per day. 

Byron Daynes, BYU professor of 
political science, said, “The whole 
concept of lobbying is protected 
under the First Amendment so it is 
difficult to restrict lobbyists.” 

Bud Scruggs, BYU political science 
professor and lobbyist for BYU, said 
restricting lobbyists by requiring 
more disclosure or placing limits on 
expenses would reduce the ability to 
access legislators through entertain- 
ment. 

“But a lot of lobbyists don’t have 
the money to do this, they don’t have 
Jazz tickets or the budget to buy din- 
ners,” Scruggs said. “By limiting 
money spent, it would put business 
Igbbyists on equal footing with public 


‘interest lobbyists.” 


* Valentine said: “Lobbyists try to get 
‘access to you by taking you out to 
lunch, playing golf with you, going to 
a Jazz game, a fair or the symphony. 
They talk to you in between or after.” 

Valentine said he does not allow 
free dinners or perks to influence his 
vote on bills. 

“They can’t sway me even though 
they fed me,” Valentine said. “I have

money influences a legislators’ vote. 

“There is a fine line between accept- 
ing gratuity and accepting a bribe,” he 
said. 

Scruggs said most lobbyists don’t 
use money to buy votes but rather to 
gain access to politicians. 

“Tt is essential to their success in 
developing friendships,” he said. 
“The public’s perception of lobbyists 
is very negative and many view them 
as a corrupting influence, but most of 
the public benefits from lobbyist 
activity in one form or another.” 

While lobbyists are often blamed for 
pressuring lawmakers, they also pro- 
vide important information to politi- 
cians. 

“Lobbyists run the gamut from what 
we would call negative to the other 
end where they are often important 
suppliers of information,” Vetterli 
said. “Members of congress don’t 
have the time to learn everything 
about everything, so lobbyists are 
good sources of information.” 

Valentine said lobbyists provide a 
“definite benefit.” 

“Tf I don’t understand a bill or don’t 
comptehend the full effects, lobbyists 
can be helpful,” he said. “Lobbying 
teams come from both sides and I get 
a lot of information.” 

Scruggs said, “Utah’s legislatures 
could not function without lobbyists.”

Politicians and special interest 
groups thrive during this season’ on 
finding out what the public thinks.

Politicians need to know which 
issues are most important, special 
interest groups need to prove their 
worth, and the public just wants to 
know who is going to win in 
November. 

Many polls are performed by parti- 
san groups; however, Richard Davis, 
professor from the Political Science 
Department, said these polls are typi- 
cally reputable. 

“Politicians need to know the facts 
and poorly executed polls don’t offer 
that,” Davis said. 

Politicians are also not very likely to 
change their platform to what they 
think the public wants, Davis said. 

“Politicians are not blank slates and 
it would be politically dangerous to 
change positions,” Davis said. 

One example of a politician who did 
change positions, Davis said, was 
Sen. Sam Nunn, a Georgia democrat.

In the spirit of BYU’s

But participation of one } 
of the largest clubs on 
campus is “pitifully low,” said Tim 
Hawkes, president of the club’s BYU 
chapter. 

Active membership varies with 
political cycles, he said. Currently an 
average of 10 to 15 students attend 
the weekly meetings. 

“The problem is apathy,” Hawkes 
said: “Students’ values aren’t threat- 
ened at BYU like they are at other 
campuses,” he said. 

“T think it’s shameful — the number 
of students who consider themselves 
Republican who are completely apa- 
thetic,” he said. “It’s a darn bad habit 
to get into for the rest of your life.” 

Hawkes said Utah voting registra- 
tion is different than most other states. 
In Utah, citizens don’t have to register 
with a party when they vote. 

“You are not a Republican unless 
you register with the auxiliary,’ Kunz 

said. 

College Republican representatives 
say they want to teach their members 
how to have a positive impact in the 
political process. 

“Politics is open to the influence of 
dedicated individuals if they know 
how,” said Adam Kunz, a senior 
majoring in international relations and 
the state chairman of College 
Republicans. ° 

He said if people learn enough about 
politics, they can make a real differ- 
ence and be useful. 

People need to take this responsibil- 
ity, Kunz said. Elective politics are 
becoming so professional that the 
community is not involved. 

“The fact is, strong grass root orga- 
nizations can beat mass media poli- 
tics,” Kunz said. 

Membership to a political party does 
not mean conforming to rigid poli- 
cies, he said. Rather, joining a party 
influences it to become more like the 
member. 

“People should understand that what 
the members vote on becomes poli- 
cy,” Kunz said. “If the College 
Republicans voted to be pro-abortion, 
then we would have a pro-abortion 
policy on campus.” 

_BYU is.one of seven Utah.campuses 
having active chapters of College 
Republicans.

and in-person polls are still used. 
Christensen said county and local 
polls are most likely to use these 


' other methods since they are less 


demanding. 
Since mail-outs are typically less 


effective, Christensen said voters © 


should be more wary of their results. 
“Unless they can provide facts about 

the method used, I would be skeptical 

about the results,” Christensen said.

“We don’t have any conflicts or 

anything, we just disagree on the way 

the government should go about 


Some LDS feel obligated to be democrats

Some BYU faculty members cite

tice,” said Patricia Paystrup, an assis- 
tant professor in the Department of 
Communications.

Many of those connected to BYU have also had 
political ties — both in Utah County and elsewhere. 

While those who have served in political office 
can bring about change, but their jobs are not easy 
and not always pleasant, said two members of 
BYU’s faculty and staff who have served in politi- 
cal office. 

Delora Bertelsen, assistant to the dean of the 
Marriott School of Management, is mayor of 
Springville. Richard Vetterli, professor in BYU’s 
political science department, served on the 
Pasadena school board in California in the 70s. | 

Serving on the Pasadena School Board was nei- 
ther pleasant nor fulfilling, said Vetterli. 

“The: city was so divided over the idea of forced 


-busing to meet racial quotas that it was just a con- 


stant battle,” he said. 

In contrast, Bertelsen is enthusiastic about the 
office she has held since January 1991. 

“I work with some of the best people in the world. 
Our volunteers are exceptional. Our employees 


work very hard. Our city council members are an 
exceptional group of people,” Bertelsen said. “Our 
current group is working’ so well together, we just 
seem to be getting.a lot done.” 

Prior to being mayor, Bercisen served two terms 
on the city council and served on a variety of volun- 
teer boards. 

Bertelsen said one of the challenges of being 
mayor is that her community is growing so quickly. 
Springville’s population has grown from 13,500 to 
16,000. 

Bertelsen said the growth in her community is 
mirrored in other communities in Utah County. 

Vetterli also faced challenges while in office. He 
said while he served on the school board, Pasedena 
began fundamental schooling, a concept that is now 
accepted nationwide. Vetterli said fundamental 
schooling emphasizes getting back to educational 
basics like math, writing and English. 

Vetterli said starting something new always brings 
challenges, but the results are often worth the hard- 
ship of overcoming barriers. ; 

He said fundamental schooling resulted in a rise in 
scores on national achievement tests and enabled 


some students to academically advance a year and a 
half in one semester. ; 

While in office, the school board was able to ease 
some of the racial unfairness that was going on in 
the district, he said. 


“Some teachers treated minority students differ-~ 


ently and did not require them to do what was 
expected of other students,” Vetterli said. 

Vetterli said they were able to ease unfairness by 
meeting with teachers, establishing rules and-regu- 
lations and emphasizing a stronger curriculum. 

Bertelsen said she does well managing her person- 
al budget, but being Springville’s mayor brings 


the challenge of a budget a million times bigger 


than her own. 
She said. being mayor has taught her many things. 
She has made many good fri¢nds because of her 


job, has developed management talents and has‘ | 


learned about volunteers and budgeting. 

“T think on a local level in the community, there is 
not a lot of-dirt and confusion of national-level poli- 
tics,” said Bertelsen. 

“I grew up in Springville, and that community 
gave me a lot of my values,” Bertelsen said. 
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Democrats struggle in Utah, 
but progress, party leader says

. The Democratic Party is alive and 


_ well in Utah County, despite a bumpy 


history, party leaders say. 

“It has been a struggle, but we are 
seeing progress,” said LaVon 
Laurson, chairman of the Utah 
County Democratic Party. 

After her retirement, Laurson decid- 
ed to become “service oriented” by 
working in youth organizations, the 
Red Cross and other groups. For the 
last two years, she has chaired the 
Democratic Party in an effort to 
increase candidate support, fund-rais- 
ing and publicity. 

“Ever since statehood, Utah has had 
a very active Democratic Party,” she 
said. “We were even the predominant 
party for some time.” 

Laurson said a decline came when 
people began to think they could not 


_ be a good Mormon and a democrat at 


the same time. She said some believe 
all democrats to be pro-abortion, pro- 
homosexual and so widely liberal that 
their beliefs would not be consistent 
with LDS philosophy. 

“That’s not really true,” she said. “I 
would point out that there are some 
good democrats in the Church. ‘There 
are stake presidents, bishops, arid oth- 
ers who are good democrats and good 
Mormons at thetsame time.” 

Laurson oversees democrats in Utali 


County, organizing meetings and con- 
ventions and developing fund-raisers 
for local candidates. She has already 
seen some progress — the mayors of 
Orem and Springville are democrats. 

“If we were to bow out completely,” 
she said, “there would be a dictator- 
ship of political thought here. We 
don’t always have the success we 
want because we’re not wealthy, but 
our fund-raisers are usually very well 
attended.” 

She attributed some of the increased 
success and recognition to both 
President Clinton’s election and that 
“the democrats in Utah County are 
becoming more vocal.” 

“Many democrats are indeed more 
vocal these days,” said Vera Neilsen, 
the democratic party’s current treasur- 
er. “More are willing to admit that 
they are democrats.” 

‘Neilsen, who has been a teacher for 

42 years, became impressed with 
democratic ideas with President 
Roosevelt during World War II. She 
has worked as the secretary and later 
as the treasurer for almost seven and a 
half years. 

“J am a very devoted member of the 
Church,” she said, “yet I believe that 
the democratic party comes closer to 
the needs of schools. 

She voiced frustration with those 
who believe it is impossible to be a 
good Mormon and a democrat at the 
same time.

Y student abandoned as a baby

Like many BYU students, this 
brown-eyed, black-haired junior likes 
to go to movies with her friends, eat 
Italian food and play pool.

Mindy and Amy each weighed two

paper work, Mindy 
and Amy were offi- 
cial members of the 
Shoemaker family. 
Today, Mindy is a 
health science major 
at BYU. Mindy said 
she doesn’t remem- 
ber anything about 
Korea, but she feels

Purchase the finest quality clothing 
to guarantee fit and longevity, and be 
sure to try everything on when shop- 
ping, Hubbert said. Always wear 
stockings, and avoid appearing too 
casual, sexy or accessorized. 

Neatness, including clean cuffs, 
secure buttons and shoulder pads, is 
important, Hubbert said. .The appli- 
cant should let the interviewer know 
she put some time into her appear- 
ance. 

“Don’t wear anything sloppy,” she 
said. 

If the job applicant is not sure of 
how the interviewer expects her to 
dress, she should look at what other 
people in the organization are wear- 
ing, Hubbert said. Take cues from the 
potential employer or the interviewer. 

It is important that the colors an 
applicant is wearing are appropriate 
for the season of the year, the area of 
the country, and the type of firm the 
person is interviewing for, she said. 

“Present yourself well,” Hubbert 
said. 

Jackets are essential, pumps are the 
most flattering shoes, and skirts 
should reach about the top of the 
knee, she said. 

Dress in the business world has 
changed over the past few years, 
Hubbert said. 

During the 1970s business women 
were advised to blend in with men by 
wearing the dark suit and the white 
shirts.

They camped overnight alongside fires in the hills 
outside Lillehammer to watch cross-country skiers 
disappear in the distance, and incredibly, cheered 
each and every one. At the oval, they roared when 
even the least-known skater recorded a personal 
best. On the mountains, they mirthfully. clanged 
cowbells for everyone brave enough to take the hill 
— except perhaps the gate-setters. 

If nothing else, their participation guaranteed that 
an honest effort, perhaps even more than a win or a 
loss, would be a reward in itself. And that, perhaps, 
was the lesson of Dan Jansen as well. 

The pictures of Jansen touring an Olympic oval one 
final time, with his daughter will be the image we 
should carry away from these Games.

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Israel cabinet reacts to mosque massacre: 
Middle East peace process left in jeopardy

JERUSALEM — Israel’s Cabinet 
ordered some Jewish extremists dis- 
armed and up to 1,000 Palestinian 
prisoners freed in an effort Sunday to 
smother Arab fury over the Hebron 
mosque massacre. 

The violence did not abate. At least 
three Palestinians died as clashes 
between Arabs and Israeli troops 
spread across the occupied lands and 
the Jewish state itself, leaving the 
Middle East peace process still in 
jeopardy. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat dis- 
missed the Israeli government crack- 
down on Jewish extremists opposed 
to peace talks as “hollow and superfi- 
cial.” 

He charged Israeli troops were 
involved in the bloodbath at the 


mosque Friday, a claim Israel has 
denied. The government says a lone 
Jewish settler attacked the victims 
while they prayed. 

The Arab League voted Sunday 
night to ask the U.N. Security Council 
to investigate the massacre.
